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1. One transport plane landed at Paise (106-3), 23-55) Airfield on 12 January 
1952 with 1) large cases of airplane spare parts, 8 Chinese Communist flight 
crew members and l; mechanics. Two recomaissance planes landed at Paise on 
the afternoon of 12 January 1952. 


2. On 14 January 1952, 2h military trucks arrived at Paise from Nanning with 
150 drums of gasoline for the airfield. 


3. As of 20 January 1952 the Chinese Communist Air Force normally stationed 
at Paise Airfield consisted of 3 single-engined fighters, 2 reconnaissance 
planes, one worn-out transport which was being repaired, 0 ground crew 
members, and 25 flight crew members and mechanics. This is a stronger force 
than was maintained there during the autumn of 1951. 
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
